—Mr. Brooks, lately engaged in the 
preliminary survey of the proposed rail- 
road line to Puget Sound, returned to 
Portiand January 22d with bis party. 
He reporte the route entirely practicable 
aud not difficult any where. 

—The Sacramento Record announces 


that the Central Pacitic Riilroad Com-: 


peny have determined to reduce the 
rates of freight and fare on their road on 
and after the Ist day of Juiy next, in 
conformity to their heretofore exprezsed 
intention toreduce charges on tue com- 
pletion of their road. : 


—Yesterday Mr. Kidder, Engineer of 
the S:ockton and Tulare Railroad, and a 
corps of axsistants, commenced the work 
of surveying the road. The point of be- 
ginning was a short distance south of 
Mormon slough, hoped ‘ navies”’ 
will soon follow the surveyors, and that 
the work will goon without interruption 
until the irou is laid, 

—The Stockton and Tulare Railroad 
Company have purechaved from Capt. 
Weber seven blocks of land on the south 
side of Mormon siough, as asite fora 
depot machinesbop. In addition to the 
amount sold by Capt. Weber, that gen- 
tleman has donated to the company an 
improved and valuable tract—tbe com- 
pany being required to pay for the im- 
provements ouly. 

—Several minor railroad lines are now 
either under way or about to be uoder- 
taken in the State, which must have an 
important infiuence in developing local 
reacurces and swelling the business of the 
great trunk lines. Los Ange!os is buiid- 
ing @ railroad to connect with the ocean, 
and projecta anotber to strike the farther 
interior. Pejaro valley is about buildivg 
fourteen milesocf railroad to intersect the 
Southern Pacific midway between Gil- 
roy and Watsonviile. apa valley has 
already secured a railroad through its 
whole iength of forty milea, connecting 
with the waters of the bay and the line 
of the Vallejo and Sacramento Railroad. 
Stockton has eurveyors locating a route 
for a. railroad to the Stanisiaus and 
Tulare. The first section of a railroad 
through the upper Sacramento valley, 
cast side, isto be laid this year from 
Marysvilie to Chico. A project is started 
for aroad threugh Yoio, Colusa and 
Tehama to Shasta, on the west side of 
the valley. Fair progress is making with 
the Sonoma Valley Railroad. The com- 
pletion of these various local roads, in 
conjunction with that of the Central and 
Southern Pacific and the exteusion of 
the California Pacific to Marysville, 
must give aremarkable stimulus to the 
industry and business of California, and 
should be hastened in every proper way. 
Capitalists and iand owners will 
special advantage in fostering such of 
these enterprises as still need aasiztance.

splere. About three years ago, becom- 
ing convinced that San Francisco was 
no longer the adventurer’s elysium that

He found time, also, to become a director 
in companies, and to give his valuable 
assistance to persons to whom Overend, 
Gurney & Co. made heavy and disas- 
trous loans, and from them he received 
some $15,000 a year more, with occa- 
sional presents, such as a yacht or some 
such token of esteem. When, at the 
close of the first year of Mr, Edwards’ 
vaiuable advice,or more valuable silence, 
Edmund Gurney banded him his salary 
—£5000—he reeeived it ‘‘ with thanks,’’ 
and expressed the wish that his connec 
tion with so respectable a house might 
not be considered as ended, to which 
that worthy replied, with a wise slyness 
attributed to his Quaker breeding:

Furiher Detaiis of the Affair. 


We have already given our readers the 
meager outlines of the shooting of Jack 


| Davenport at Burnsville a few days ago, 


and the attendant lynchings. Tne fol- 
lowing is the only detailed account of the 
affair that we have seen, and is from the 
Nashville Press and Times : 

For some months a large and closely 
organized band of cut-throats have been 


operating on the roads leading from Pa- 


laski, ip this State, all the way to Wash- 
ington, La. Recently this band, being 
encouraged by great success and an al- 
most perfect immunity from punish- 
ment, or even pursuit, conceived an idea 
of extending the field of their euterprise, 
and, with this view, attached to the 
body a number of fiedgelings in the busi- 
nees of garroting, burgiary, borse steal- 
ing and general pilfering. As soon as 
the augmented body was properly con- 
solidated and satisfactorily organized a 
council to determine the range of future 
proceedings, and to cast parte, was held. 
At this couacil it .was decided, as the 
very first job to be undertaken, to rub 
the pay train on the Memphis and 
Charleston Resilroad, near Burnsville. 
The plan was discussed iu an abandoned 
log shanty overlooking the Teunessee 
river, in a wild, unofrequented part of 


Alabama. It was remarked by some. 


boatmen at Johnsonville a day or two 
ago that light had been observed siiooi- 
ing through the open casements of that 
house on the nightin question, for the 
first time in twenty years. ‘The council 
lasted until morning. ‘The plan was 
unanimously agreed upon, and every one 
could rehearses his part to the vomplete 
satisfaction of the chief, who was very 
particular on that point. 

As €oon as the conclave broke un, cone 
painful presentiment of coming eyil, re- 
solved to divulge the piot. He hastened 
to Burnsville, told his story, and was ta- 
ken care of. The robbery was to have 
been perpetrated on Monday. Pickets 
were stationed on the roads leading to 
and from the place, and on the day men- 
tioned, while going to some negro cabins 
on the rsilioad, Jack Davenport, the 
captain of the band, suddealy canfranted 


one of the citizen pickets, and demanded 


who and what he was. Not receiving 
apy answer, he became enraged, drew 
his pistol, and, a3 he: hissed an oath, 
fired. The missiie of death missed its 
mark, and the citiaon fired in turn, Kill- 
ing Davenport on the spot, This trage- 
dy tended to incresse the alarm, and on 
Tuesdsy morning three men, named 
Kingkade, Chariton and Lewter, and 
two unknown, (for the latter of 
whom tbe sheriff had warrants pre- 
viously issued,) were arrested and con- 
fined Onder guard at Burnosyille. Later 
in the day, the sheriff conveyed the two 
unknown to the county jail at Jacinto, 
where they Were at last accounta. At 
night the three men left under guard at 
Burneville were taken from their places 
of confinement and carried a short dis- 
tance in the edge of the woods and shot 
to death—not, however, until it was 
positively Known, as we learn, that they 
were guilty, snd members of the band 
who proposed tpg throw the pay train 
from the track. Next morning their 
bodies were brought to the depot at 
Burnsville and placed upon the platform 
there. Wher taken to the woods, Lew- 
ter made & desperate attempt to save 
his life; be broke and rau, but was ki!led 
in the vain attempt ere he had reached 
a distance of fifty yards,

DR. MARY WALKER. 


A Camp Adventure—Ankles and 
Brawny Paws.

BARMORE,

BONDS. 

If the city can pay her immediate in- 
debtedness, or meet her liabilities to 
employees in any other way than by the 
issuance of the proposed bonds, it de- 
volves upon those who think so to show 
it. Wecan point out only one way. 


That is, by delinquent taxpayers at once 
paying up their liabilities. Theso delin- 
quents are the parties who are opposing, 
with so much unbscoming vehemence, 
the issuance of the bonds. Thsy wiil 
not point out any plan to lead us cut of 
the difficulty, nor willthey do their 
manifest dutyin the premises by meet- 
ing their obligations, though they are 
abundantly able to doso. The city must 
either issue bonds or go down. This is 
the issue. We may torture the question 
as we please, but this is the point. Pro- 
perty holders may form their ‘“‘ripgs’”’ 
or ‘‘ unions ’’ as they please. The city’s 
credit is of more importance even to 
them than their individual! credit. If 
they can find any way to relieve thecity, 
other than the one proposed, jet them 
make known their programme. 


COUNT COMMISSIONER. 

We observe two calls, from responsi- 
ble parties, for meetings to nominate a 
candidate for County Commissioner— 
one to meet this evening at three o’clock 
at the Hall of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the otner to meet on Tuesday 
evening at seven o’clock, at Exchange 
Building. We are not surprised at this 
action. The negroes have put in nomi- 
~ pation a man who is supposed, par excel- 
lence, to be their candidate. Let the 
white meno of Shelby county, forgetting 

all past differences, ignoring all preju- 

dices of section or of politics, meet in 
convention and nominate a trustworthy 
man, who shall be available, to secure 
success. We would suggest that the 
meeting this evening, after having calin- 
ly deliberated upon the matter and dis- 
cussed the claims snd fitness of candi- 
dates, should adjourn to meet the Con- 
vention which is to be held on Tuesday 
evening. Then let all parties interested 
determine to lay upon the common altar 
of the public good their feeiings and pre- 
judices, and determine that success must 
crown their exertions. There are some 
who may say, ‘‘ Let the Radicals have 
enough ef the negro.’’ Let all euch re- 
flect that they cannot affurd to make 
such a concession. The Radicais, or 
rather the Republicans, do not want the 
megro to rule over them orus.

Let us forget all 
party differences, all recriminations, ali 
prejudices, and unite upon an available 
man whocan defeat the impudent effort 
to foist upon the people of Shelby county 
a Northern negro who has no interest ia 
common with us, except with the lowest 
class of our popuiation. This impudent 
effort cannot meet with the approbation 
of the lowest white Radical in the 
community, unless he be personally and 
deeply interested in such an outrage. 

All others will repudiate it with scorn— 
openly®others secretly. We do 

not know our own strength until we try 
it, by a judicious and unitedeffort. We 

must determine to be satisfied with the 
nominee. He may not euit our individ- 
ual views. But whoever he may be, we 
must resolve to go for him ina crisis so 
~serious. We must rally as one man. 

We must forget all diffsrences—all 

prejudices—all arguments but that which 

looks to the supremacy of the white 
race, Which means intelligence and good 
government.
